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THE AREA 


In the early half of the 1900’s, Anderson Lake 
Conservation Area was a_ private shooting 
grounds for one of the many once-famous duck 
clubs which dotted the Illinois River valley. 
Since the first land purchases by the state in 
1947, the site has been operated as a public 
hunting and fishing area. 


The 2,067-acre area is in west-central Illinois, 
about 14 miles southwest of Havana in Fulton 
County along Route 100. 


NATURAL FEATURES 


Anderson Lake is a floodplain lake which frequent- 
ly receives overflow waters from the Illinois River. 
The lake has a maximum depth of 6 feet and 
an average depth of 4.7 feet. 


The area is a picturesque bottomland setting with 
timber species dominated by silver maple, cot- 
tonwood and willow. Plant growth is lush and 
the timber tends to be tall. A variety of water- 
fowl abounds in the area. 


FACILITIES 


Picnicking: The site has several picnic areas with 
tables and drinking water. A concession stand 
features meals, candy, soft drinks and bait sup- 
plies. 


Camping: The camping season extends from 
about April 1 through October. The grounds are 
on the west bank of the lake and provide for both 
tents and trailers. Some electricity and a sanitary 
dump station are also available. 


Fishing: Crappie, bluegill and bullhead fishing is 
consistently good in early and late spring. Ice 
fishing for crappie and bluegill is also popular. 


The area provides boat docks, a public boat 
ramp and state-owned rental boats. All boats, 
both state and privately owned, are limited to 
10 horsepower motors. 


Hunting: Waterfowl populations consist chiefly 
of mallard and wood duck. The area provides 
blind sites for waterfowl hunting in the fall 
months. Check with the site manager for specific 
times and dates. 


Please: This area is for all to enjoy so help keep 
it clean. Put all litter in the nearest available 
trash container. No flowers, plants, shrubs or 
trees may be removed or damaged. If you need 
help or have a question, contact the site manager. 





FOR YOUR INFORMATION ... 


Admittance will not be granted groups of 25 or 
more persons to any state park or conservation 
area unless permission from the park ranger has 
been secured to use the facilities. It is also re- 
quired that groups of minors have adequate 
supervision and that at least one responsible adult 
accompany each group not exceeding 15 minors. 
All pets must be on a leash. 


Numerous state parks and. memorials are within 
easy access of every part of the state. Lodges, 
cabins and dining rooms are important features 
of Illinois Beach, Starved Rock, Pere Marquette, 
White Pines Forest and Giant City. Reservations 
for lodging should be made with lodge managers. 


All state parks are open the year round. When 
weather conditions necessitate the closing of 
park roads during freezing and thawing periods, 
access to park facilities is by foot only.
